Eclipses  for  1918 

In  the  year  1918  there  will  be  three  eclipses — two 
of  the  Sun  and  one  of  the  Moon. 

The  first  is  a  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June 
8th,  at  3:24  in  the  evening.  Visible  here  as  a  partial 
eclipse.  Visible  also  on  the  North  Pacific  Ocean,  all 
of  North  America,  and  the  extreme  north-eastern 
portion  of  South  America.  The  path  of  the  total 
eclipse,  beginning  at  the  130th  Meridian,  West,  enters 
North  America  near  Seattle,  Wash.,  passes  over  Denver, 
Colo.,  Jackson,  Miss.,  Orlando,  Fla.,  and  ends  in  the 
region  of  the   Bahama  Islands  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  second  is  a  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon, 
June  24th,  at  4:38  in  the  morning.  Partly  visible 
here,  the  Moon  setting  eclipsed.  Visible  over  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  in  North  and  South  America  and  in 
Australia. 

The  third  is  an  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun, 
Dec.  3rd,  at  8:21  in  the  morning.  Invisible  here. 
Visible  over  the  South  Pacific  Ocean,  South  America, 
the   South   Atlantic   Ocean   and   South-western   Africa. 


Morning  and  Evening  Stars 

Venus  will  be  evening  star  until  February  10th, 
then  morning  star  until  November  24th,  and  evening 
star  again  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Jupiter  will  be  evening  star  until  June  15th,  and 
then  morning  star  until  thp  end  of  the  year. 

Mars  is  nearest  the  earth  and  is  brightest  on  March 
18th. 

Saturn  is  evening  star  until  June  Slst,  then  morning 
star  until  August  11th,  and  then  evening  star  again 
until  the  end  of  the  year.

If  you  have  a  fine  animal  and 
are  especially  anxious  to  avoid  a  scar,  you  may 
profitably  try  the  Liquid,  using  it  strictly  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  which  accompany  each 
bottle.  The  use  of  the  Liquid  causes  a  blister, 
but  the  hair  grows  in  again  when  the  part  is 
healed. 

We  refer  you  to  Fleming's  Vest-Pocket  Vet- 
erinary Adviser  for  illustrations  and  descrip- 
tions of  different  kinds  of  blemishes  and  forms 
of  lameness.  The  following  information  con- 
cerning blemishes  which  may  be  treated  with 
Fleming's  Spavin  Liquid  will  be  valuable  to  you: 

Bog  Spavin. — If  the  horse  ia  lame  or  shows  signs 
of  weakness  in  the  part,  treat  the  case,  using  Fleming's 
Spavin  Liquid.  It  will  usually  overcome  the  lameness 
and  is  likely  to  take  away  the  enlargement.  If  there 
is  no  lameness,  the  bunch  is  apt  to  be  obstinate,  and  its 
removal  more  doubtful  than  in  cases  where  lameness 
is  present.  We  think  that  treatment  is  successful  in 
only  about  75  per  cent,  of  such  cases,  so  unless  the 
bunch  seems  to  be  increasing,  we  do  not  urge  attempting 
to  remove  it,  and  especially  if  the  horse  is  of  the  large- 
boned  type. 

Bog  spavin  and  similar  puffy  enlargements  some- 
times appear  upon  the  hocks  of  young  colts.  Usually 
in  these  cases  there  is  no  lameness  and  we  advise  letting 
them  alone,  as  they  often  disappear  of  their  own  ac- 
cord as  the  animal  attains  its  growth.  However,  if 
you  consider  it  desirable  to  treat  the  case,  you  may 
apply  Fleming's  General  Liniment  lightly  about  once 
a  week  or  ten  days. 

Some  confuse  bog  spavin  and  blood  spavin.  Blood 
spavin  is  merely  a  dilation  of  the  vein  crossing  the  part. 
It  is  both  harmless  and  incurable. 

Thoroughpin. — This  is  practically  the  same  in 
character  as  bog  spavin,  but  differently  situated.  What 
is  said  in  reference  to  treating  bog  spavin  applies  to 
thoroughpin   also. 

Capped  Hock. — Treat  only  the  recent  cases  and 
those  causing  lameness.  An  old  case  that  is  not  trouble- 
some should  be  left  alone,  as  there  is  but  slight  chance 
that  such  a  blemish  can  be  removed. 

Splint. — What  is  said  about  capped  hock  applies 
to  splint  as  well.     After  taking  on  a  hard,  bony  character 


the  blemish  is  permanent,  and  if  the  horse  is  not  lame, 
there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by  treatment. 

Curb. — The  same  is  true  of  curb.  Treat  only  the 
new  cases,  and  those  of  the  old  ones  that  are  giving 
trouble. 

Wind  GaU. — These  blemishes  are  nearly  always 
harmless.  They  can  sometimes  be  remoyed,  but 
treating  for  this  result  is  uncertain,  so  we  do  not  urge 
it.  If  they  cause  lameness,  treat  them,  using  Fleming's 
Spavin  Liquid. 

Stifle  Lameness. — Allow  rest  and  use  Fleming's 
Spavin  Liquid  on  a  small  spot  over  the  affected  part, 
repeating  on  different  spots  at  intervals  of  ten  days  or 
two  weeks.  This  has  been  very  successful  in  cases  of 
the  kind.  In  mild  and  recent  cases,  Fleming's  General 
Liniment  is  likely  to  prove  suflBcient,  but  it  is  not  recom- 
mended for  the  old  and  chronic  cases. 

Recent  Bone  Spavin. — If  you  catch  a  bone  or 
"jack"  spavin  in  the  very  beginning,  and  especially 
if  the  animal  is  young,  Fleming's  Spavin  Liquid  should 
prove  sufl&ciently  active  to  overcome  the  lameness  or 
"kill  it,"  and  it  has  the  advantage  of  producing  no 
mark  or  scar.  But  notice  that  we  say  RECENT 
oases — we  do  not  claim  that  it  will  produce  such  results 
where  the  blemish  has  become  well  established.  It 
does  frequently  stop  the  lameness  in  the  older  cases, 
and  if  you  happen  to  have  the  remedy  on  hand  it  is 
well  to  give  it  a  trial.  But  if  you  are  ordering  a  remedy 
to  treat  bone  spavin  that  has  been  observed  for  six 
months  or  so  and  is  causing  marked  lameness,  get 
Fleming's  Spavin  and  Ringbone  Paste.  Let  bone 
spavin  alone  altogether  if  there  are  no  signs  of  lameness. 

Recent  Ringbone. — Where  ringbone  is  just  be- 
ginning to  lame  a  young  horse,  use  Fleming's  Spavin 
Liquid,  especially  if  you  wish  to  avoid  a  scar.  The 
bunch  cannot  be  reduced  except  in  a  few  of  the  more 
recent  cases.  Where  the  case  is  somewhat  advanced 
the  Spavin  and  Ringbone  Paste  will  be  required,  but 
do  not  treat  with  the  Paste  unless  there  is  marked 
lameness. 

Recent  Sidebone. — What  we  have  said  about 
ringbone  will  apply  to  sidebone  also,  which  is  much 
the  same  and  requires  the  same  treatment.
